premier was considered a prelimi- 
nary to real peace negotiations 
between tha Praha government and

for whom Henlein considers him- 
self spokesman. 
A feeling that a victory had 


be*n won prevailed in Praha to. 
day, augmented by the conviction 
that but for the obvious determin- 
ation of the Czechs to defend their 
territory at all costs and against 
all odds 
Germany's Adolf Hitler 


would have made another

ning move.

DECISION ON MONDAY

PORT EMPLOYES TAXED 


WASHINGTON, May 
The supreme court, broadehed the 
field of federal tM*tlon today by 
holding that the federal 
govern- 
ment can Impose levies on ath- 
letic contests at state universities 
and on the salaries of employes 
of the NewiYork 
authority. 


Justice Roberts delivered a ft 
to 2 opinion holding a 
federal 
admission tax on tickets to Inter- 
collegiate football games at the 
University and 
Georgia Tech. 


Justice Stone delivered another 
8 to 2 opinion holding that the 
federal government could collect 
an income tax on port authority 
officials. The authority was form- 
ed by an Interstate compact 
to 
operate tunnels and bridges be- 
tween New York and New Jer- 
sey.

had 
caused 25 states to file 
a 
brief with the court asking pro- 
tection from "federal usurpation" 
and "the burdens of federal taxa- 
tion."

What are the bill's main provis- 
ions? 


It sets up a graduated minimum 


wage, starting at 25 cents an hour, 
Increasing five cents an hour each 
year until it reaches 40 cents, and 
a work week starting at 44 hours 
and 
dropping to 40 after 
two 
years. 


How does the house hill diffei 


from the one passed last July by 
the senate? 


The senate bill, Instead of Im- 


posing universal wage and hour 
standards, would empower an in- 
dependent board to regulate both 
wages and hours of all inteistate 
industries. The 
board, 
however, 


could not fix any minimum wages 
higher than 40 cents nn hour or 
any woik week shorter than 40 
hours. 
• 


Did the senate bill provide for 


wage 
differentials? 


Not as such, but the administra- 


tive board could authorize lower 
wages or longer hours for firmt 
which could show justification tor 
such concessions. The board could 
consider living conditions, freight 
rates, natural economic conditions 
and other factors in making its 
decisions. 


Does the house bill provide for 


different 
wage and 
hour stand 


ards for the North and South? 


No. 
Some proponents contend 


the graduation of both wages and 
hours would protect the South's 
differential 
long enough for all

I truthfully «ay that the world 
In aware of your potentialities. 
Nor that It care) one little bit 
about your success or failure. 


At one time the world eagerly 
awaited the high school graduate, 
later the college graduate, but to- 
day, men and women with M. A. 
degrees and Ph. D. degrees are 
unable to find their place In the 
world. For some of you gradu- 
ation from high school will be 
the culmination of formal educa- 
tion, and you will get out 
to 
make your way In the world. En- 
joy these last few days to the 
brim, and then face life realisti- 
cally and know that you are going 
to have a hard time finding your 
niche In the world. "Life Is real 
and life Is earnest," Is a bit of 
doggerel that 
was 
never more 
true than today. 


Glorious Opportunity. 
Others of you are going to col- 
lege. Unless this class Is differ- 
ent from 
every other class of 
which I ever heard, It contains 
young people who are going off 
to college simply because It's the 
thing to do, or because there's 
nothing else to do, or because 
mother and dad want them to 
go. In this group are some who 
are looking forward to college 
as a place they can have a good 
time. All who are going to col- 
lege for the foregoing reasons are 
to be pitied, for one of the most 
glorious opportunities In the world 
will be slighted. If you are going 
to college, look upon your studies 
as your jab, the salary of which 
Is your room, board, clothes and 
spending money and Is paid by 
mother and dad. Your professors 
are the 
efficiency 
experts who 


turn In reports to your bosses- 
mother and dad. 
When you go off to college you 
will have a freedom that you per- 
haps never enjoyed before. You 
will do just what you want to, 
go where you want to, when you 
want to. It Is very hard not to 
misuse the new freedom. I as- 
sume that most of you have been 
expected to go to church every 
Sunday, and you have gone, while 
you will perhaps be expected to 
go to church while you are In 
college, mother and dad won't be 
there to see that you do go. It 
will be easy to find excuses for 
not going; you were up late Sat- 
urday night and need the sleep; 
you ought to study, and besides 
nobody else in your house goes, 
and you don't want to go alone. 
Easy to Substitute. 
Also It will be easy to sub- 
stitute what you want to do (and 
can do without 
anybody 
else 
knowing what you do) for Christ- 
ian standards. 
Oftentimes 
you 


will be called upon 
to 
decide 
whether a proposed activity Is 
right or wrong. Test it by the 
Ten 
Commandments 
and 
our 
Lord's summary of the command- 
ments and you will receive help 
in deciding whether it Is right 
or wrong. A good many modern 
philosophers 
have 
tried to dis- 
credit the morality of the Ten 
Commandments, and 
they 
have 
failed. The Ten Commandments 
represent the 
experience 
of a 
nation, and experience Is the best 
teacher. Don't try to think you 
M an Individual can successfully 
violate the principles—the Decolo- 
gue. 
Those of you who are going to 
college are going to find 
also 
that some of your professors will 
make statements about a subject 
in which they have no formal 
training—namely 
religion. 
Many 
of our most Intellectual and bril- 
liant professors are disillusioned 
about life and are 
filled 
with 
despair. They are passing: on to 
your 
generation 
cynicism, 
and 
cynicism goes hand In hand with 
materialism. Theirs Is a doctrine, 
of futility; they destroy 
naleve 


belief which often needs to be 
disillusioned, but they are not re- 
placing childish faith with a ma- 
ture faith, because they as In- 
dividuals have not developed a 
nature faith. 


Young people of today are easy 
prey to their 
half-truths, 
and 
chiefly because true' religion has 
not been presented correctly to 


them as they grew up. The youth 
of 
my generation 
followed 
the 


principles of the materialists, but 
they are,finding that such a con- 
ception of life Is wholly Inade- 
quate, and I can see, I believe, 
a revolt taking place In the world 
of thought against 
Irreliglon— 


there Is a return to religion. 
Playthings to Emotions. 
We have gained an unpreced- 


ented control of physical forces, 
but we have not gained a like 
measure of control over ourselves 
and our relations to one another. 
We have become playthings of 
gusty emotions and are suscep- 
tible to sentimental catch-phrases. 
The youth of Italy and Germany 
are following the leaders who are 
past-masters of the use of these 
catch-phrases which mean abso- 
lutely nothing. But people, liter- 
ally hundreds of thousands, are 
willing to lay down their lives 
for Nationalism. Many others are 
willing to die' for a better eco- 
nomic system. If Christians as 
a whole were willing to sacrifice 
Ufa and property for their cause 
as Nazis, Fascists and Commun- 
ists are for theirs, 
we 
could 
change the Course of the world. 
If you and I do not rally to our 
cause of Christianity, paganism 
will predominate, and we shall be 
swept along Into the maelstrom 
of war, that will destroy 
this 


civilization. 
Should this country be Involv- 


ed In a war, and It Is practically 
wishful 
thinking to think that 


we can remain aloof from a Euro- 
pean war, every man, woman and 
child 
In this auditorium would 
be subjected to the hardships and 
horrors of war. No longer Is there 
any such person as a non-com- 
batant In time of war. But you 
will be the cannon fodder. War 
seems so far, from us tonight, 
but the nations of the world are 
once again In a big armament 
race, and this generation 
Is no 
different morally' and spiritually 
from past ones. Young men In 
the last war thought they were 
dying to save democracy, but In 
far too many Instances, democracy 
died as well. Behind the last war 
were, and behind the next war 
will »be economic considerations 
far more powerful 'than any oth- 
ers. Of course, such considerations 
will not be mentioned, but rather 
shall we be called upon to give 
our life for our countryi to do 
our duty, to save our homes, to 
save democracy. All the social 
pressure of misleading propaganda 
will be brought to bear upon us 
In a very real sense. Now Is the 
time when we enjoy comparative 
peace to think out our position 
on this question that Is Import- 
ant and serious enough to de- 
mand even our lives, and then do 
something about It. 
Minorities Ruling;. 
Politics are more 
and 
more 
being given, over to a minority, 
a minority that is generally in- 
terested 
In feathering Its own 
nest. It Is a commonplace that 
politics are corrupt, but • the sad 
part Is that we accept such con- 
ditions with a shrug of the should- 
ers. This great country of ours 
has many politicians whose Ideals 
change with the 
company 
in 
which they find themselves, and 
we- have a shortage 
of 
true 
statesmen whose birthright Is not 
for sale at any price. If ever 
we needed statesmen, the time 
Is now. 
The young ladles here might 
wonder what relation politics has 
to them. Politics touch our lives 
on all sides, and when you start 
making your own 
homes 
and 
have a definite budget to live 
on, you will begin to realize how 
necessary It Is for you to know 
what Is going on In the realm

of politics. Not so long ago the 
newspapers and magazines played 
up the Ingenuity of a college 
student-body In the east. .You will 
recall that they 
cornered 
the 


penny market in their town and 
everything they bought they paid 
25 per cent of the price in pen- 
nies,—for that is the percentage 
of hidden taxes Included In the 
purchase price of everything we 
buy. Who passed the laws that 
authorized .such taxes? The poli- 
ticians, the people elected to rep- 
resent you and me. When a'group 
of people can tell me what Is 
going to be done with 25 cents 
of every dollar I make. It Is Im- 
portant that I know who is doing 
the telling and what Is being 
done with my money. Education 
is not a preparation for life—It 
Is life Itself. College Is a world 
In which we live just as life In 
business Is the world. 
Modern Business. 
In modern business the man 
who Is capable and Is trying to 
be honest and just In his deal- 
Ings often finds out that he can- 
not live up to his ideals. A young 
friend 
of mine In Fort Worth 


who had been reared In a Christ- 
ian home and taught the virtues 
of honesty, started working after 
he graduated. An awakening soon 
took place, for he found that If 
he were honest, he could not hold 
his job. He was a checker In a 
chain grocery store. The manager 
told him that he must place on 
his counter some article such as 
a can of peas, and that in every 
order of any size he was to In- 
clude the price of this article. If 
any questions were raised by the 
customer, he was to reply that 
he thought the article was In the 
customer's order. Thus, one article 
would be sold many times a day 
without the customer's 
actually 
receiving what be paid for. It he 
refused to do this, the manager 
could and would get somebody 
else to take the job. Going home 
one night, he asked his dad about 
his problem, and although 
his 


father realized such action vio- 
lated Christian principles, the best 
explanation he could give was 
"business Is business." Such an 
evasion of the facts Is all too 
prevalent today. 


A cynic said: "what a stupid 


world, the 
competition is keen 
and men resort to all sorts of 
schemes—I could have made a 
better one." He was told: "That 
Is what God put you here for, 
go and do it," 


Individual and Corporate. 
To be saved Individually Is not 
enough, for such Is too easy. As 
Christians trying to follow Christ, 
we must work that His princi- 
ples of fraternity, justice, love, 
be put Into practice |n our cor- 
porate world. Individual and cor- 
porate salvation make the com- 
plete picture. Either without the 
other Is Inadequate. The Individ- 
ual cannot function as a Christ- 
Ian In a pagan world; neither 
would a society In which ma- 
terial welfare was 
assured 
be 
complete without Individual sal- 
vation. Society should be of such 
a nature that the individual is 
encouraged 
to 
develop 
person- 


ally along Christian lines. As it 
Is, society is organized on a plan 
that makes It well nigh Impos- 
sible for a Christian to live up 
to his Ideals. 


Only through our 
associations 


with others can we develop our 
personalities. We grow small try- 
ing to be great. Only as our per- 
sonalities are enriched by help- 
Ing others do we grow. Even from 
a materialistic standpoint,. which 
Is of secondary 
importance, 
a 
high price Is paid for personality 
today. The man that Is well liked 
can command his own price. Two 


salesmen, representing companys 
whose products and prices were 
equal In quality and price, called 
upon a purchaser. The salesman 
with the better personality 
got 
the order. Dion, the 
character 
portrayed by Tyrone 
Power 
in 
"In Old Chicago," had a pleasant 
personality but there 
was 
not 


much character at the basis of It. 
We say a person has a good per- 
sonality when he makes us feel 
better by just having been around 
us or spoken to us. Jesus said 
that he who Is chief among you 
must be the servant of all, and 
He Himself came Into this world 
as one that serves. True person- 
ality then Is enhanced by helping 
others. It Is so much better to 
he somebody than to have some- 
thing. Trying to have something, 
however, too often makes us per- 
vert and misuse our personali- 
ties. The rich young man men- 
tioned In the New 
Testament, 
was a very 
wonderful 
young 


man—for from his youth he had 
kept 
the 
Ten 
Commandments. 


One thing stood In his way from 
being a truly great flgure-^-what 
he had. People sell their person- 
alities today for riches and power, 
but what a mass of pottage they 
receive for their most valuable 
possession.

on the go. We dp not take time 
to live. Let us weigh our activi- 
ties to see It they conform to 
our goal, If they are pertinent 
and relevant to the big things In 
life. 
My father 
once told 
me 
that the truly successful man is 
the one who has learned to say 
"No." 
Some one 
once 
asked, 


"What Is the first necessity for 
a college president?" and received 
the reply, "A waste basket." We 
must all have a waste basket not 
only for the bad, but also for the 
irrevelant.

But it is possible that 
what Italy and the rest of 
them have done to them- 
selves is more serious than 
what has been 
done 
to 


Ethiopia. 


They ha\'e turned their 


backs on a great ideal to 
which they once 
pledged 


themselves when the League 
of Nations was young. They 
have betrayed their own 
'civilization first by practic- 
ing savage 
brutality and 


then by condoning it. Their 
consciences should trouble 
them for years to come. A 
helpless people is sacrificed 
to expediency, but 
those 


who permit 
the sacrifice 


may yet regret it bitterly.

They will make life less 
combative and more co-op- 
erative. 


She does not agree, and 


thinks most Americans do 
not agree, with some for- 
eign nations that say wom- 
en should remain at home, 
bearing sons to fight and 
daughters to bear more sol- 
dier-sons, haying no part 
in the handling of public 
affairs. 


But women are not going 


to stop marrying, she says. 
They will marry 
increas-
